AS  the  ftrength  of  a  nation  is, 
a  great  meafure,  proportionate 
the  number  of  its  inhabitants,  ev 
attempt  to  encreafe  population,  by  p 
ferving  life,  has  a  juft  claim  to  J 
regard  both  of  Patriotifm  andHumani 

One  of  the  chief  caufes  of  depof 
lation  among  the  human  fpecies  (p; 
ticularly  in  large  towns)  is  the  Smc 
pox,  which,  in  the  cdurfe  of  the  1 
fifty  years,  as  appears  by  the  bills 
mortality,  has  fwept  away  one  hand] 
and  feven  thoufand  one  hundred  a 
fifty  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Met] 
polis. 

To  difarm  this  difeafe  of  its  n 
lignant  powers,™ to  promote  the  e 
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eafe  of  mankind — and  diminlfh  the 
Lin  of  human  mifery,  Inoculation 
ems  providentially  to  have  been  intro- 
iced. 

To  fhew,  by  a  detail  of  particular 
i&s,  the  fitnefs  of  Inoculation  for 
ifwering  thefe  valuable  ends,  would, 

:  this  period  of  time,  and  in  this 
rnntry  efpecially,  where  the  utility  of 
has  been  fo  long  experienced,  be  alto- 
*ther  fuperfluous. 

It  is  a  truth  univerfally  admitted, 
at  not  more  than  one  out  of  five 
mdred  die  of  the  inoculated  Small- 
>x  :  if  therefore  the  one  hundred  and 
vren  thoufand  one  hundred  and  fifty 
*ove  mentioned  had  received  the  difeafe, 
which  they  fell  viftims,  by  Inocula- 
m,  the  number  of  lives  which  would 
:  ive  been  thereby  preferved,  together 
■  ith  the  probable  encreafe  from  them, 

5  uft  have  made  a  very  confiderable  ad- 
tion  to  the  ftrength  of  the  ftate. 

It  is  further  to  be  obferved  in  favour 
5  the  inoculated  Small-pox,  that  the 


danger  of  fpreading  the  infection  b 
it  is  obvioufly  fo  much  lefs  than  in  th 
natural,  that  it  has  even  been  doublet 
by  iome  eminent  Phyficians,  whethe 
it  ever  propagates  the  Contagion  mi- 
lefs  by  contaft.  It  is  therefore  appa¬ 
rent,  that  as  Inoculation  gains  ground 
the  natural  Small-pox  will  be  lefs  fre¬ 
quent,  hill  at  length,  like  the  Leprof 
of  the  Jews  and  feme  other  difeafes,  i 
may  poffibly  be  known  only  by  name. 

But  to  a  very  ufeful,  and  the  mofi 
numerous  part  of  the  community,  the 
advantages  relulting  from  this  happj 
difeovery,  have  hitherto  in  a  great  mea- 

fure  been  loft.  | 

An  Hofpital  has  indeed  been  open¬ 
ed  for  Inoculating  the  poor,  but  the 
number  of  patients  admitted  into  this 
receptacle,  fuppofmg  it  to  have  been 
:onftantly  filled,  muft  have  borne  fq 
small  a  proportion  to  the  number  of 
pbjefts  for  whofe  benefit  it  was  in- 
diluted,  that  no  perceptible  diminution 
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oral  Small-pox,  could  have  been  rea- 
pnably  expefted  from  it : 

To  which  may  be  added.  That,  by  the 
regulations  of  this  Hofpital,  all  perfons 
ander  feven  years  of  age  being  exclud¬ 
ed,  a  very  numerous  clafs  of  objefts 
femains  ftill  unprovided  for,  and  that 
too,  at  a  period  when  the  natural  Small¬ 
pox  generally  commits  its  greateft  ra¬ 
vages. 

But  if  Hofpitals  were  eftablifhed 
fufficient  for  the  reception  of  all  the 
poor  in  London,  who  might  choofe  tc 
jibe  inoculated,  the  plan  would  never - 
thelefs  be  ineligible. 

One  great  fource  of  the  prefent  fuc- 
cefs  in  treating  the  Small-pox,  is  z 
'proper  expofure  to  cold  air.  To  ex 
tend  this  fovereign  remedy  to  infants 
a  greater  number  of  nurfes  is  necef 
fary  than  is  compatible  with  the  cecoi 
nomy  of  an  Hofpital.

ftrangers  to  the  tender  feelings  of  hu¬ 
manity.  They  might  wifh  their  infan 
offspring  to  receive  the  benefit  of  In¬ 
oculation,  and  yet  not  be  willing  tc 
commit  them  to  the  alien  care  of  ar 
hofpital  nurfe.  They  might  defire  th< 
fame  benefit  for  themfelves,  but  th< 
neceffary  feparation  from  their  familie: 
would  for  ever  exclude  them  fron 
it. 

The  impurity  of  the  air  is  likewif 
another  objeftion  againft  the  eftablifh 
ment  of  Hofpitals.  Wherever  a  num¬ 
ber  of  people  are  collected  together,  th< 
air  will  neceflarily  be  impure ;  and  pu 
trid  contagion,  if  once  produced,  wil 
unavoidably  fpread  itfelf,  | 

To  obviate  thefe  and  other  objec¬ 
tions,  and  to  render  the  practice  o 
Inoculation  more  general ;  it  has  beei 
thought  expedient  to  eftablifh  a  Dif 
penfary  for  Inoculating  the  poor,  am 
furnifhing  them  with  the  medicine: 
which  may  be  requifile.

AS  it  is  propofed  to  extend  this 
plan  to  every  part  of  the  me- 
ropolis,  patients  refiding  in  the  City 
md  Liberties  of  London ;  the  City  and 
Liberties  of  W eftminfter ;  the  buildings 
adjacent  to  Oxford-ftreet  and  Holborn ; 
he  ftreets  on  the  north  and  eaft-fides  of 
he  City  of  London ;  and  thofe  on  the 
outh-fide  of  the  river,  fhall  be  attend¬ 
ed  by  a  phyfician  appointed  to  each  of 
hefe  diftricls.

4.  An  apothecary  fhall  conftantly  re- 
fide  at  the  Difpenfary  to  compound  and 
deliver  the  medicines  prefcribed  by  the 
phyficians. 

5.  The  patients  fhall  be  admitted  by 
a  letter  of  recommendation  from  a  Go¬ 
vernor  : 

6.  They  fhall  receive  the  Infeftion  al 
the  Difpenfary,  and  afterwards  be  at¬ 
tended  at  their  own  habitations  as  occa- 
fi6n  may  require. 

7.  No  perfon  fhall  be  Inoculated  until 
declared  a  fit  fubject  for  that  purpofi 
by  one  of  the  phyfxcians. 

8.  A  general  meeting  of  the  Governor! 
fhall  be  held  annually  on  the  firft  Frida] 
in  January,  April,  July  and  Odlober 
feven  of  whom  fhall  conftitute  a  board. 

9.  The  officers  of  this  Xnftitution 
together  with  twenty  Governors  chofei 
at  the  firft  quarterly-meeting  in  ever] 
year,  fhall  be  a  committee  for  tranfadt

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10.  This  committee  fhall  meet  on  thc^ 
laft  Friday  in  every  month,  and  be  open 
to  every  Governor  who  may  pleafe  to- 
attend. 

1 1 .  Annual  Subfcribers  of  one  guinea 
{hall  be  Governors  of  this  Inftitu- 
tion  during  the  continuance  of  their 
fubfcriptions,  and  be  intitled  to  have 
twelve  patients  in  the  year  upon  the 
pifpenlary-hooks ;  and  fuch  as  fubfcribe 
a  larger  fum  (hall  have  a  right  to  fend 
a  proportionate  number  of  patients.

12.  A  benefaftion  of  ten  guineas 
{hall  conftitute  the  donor  a  Governor 
,for  life,  with  the  privilege  of  having
